The smaller newspapers must now say 
what the larger ones and the leaders 
dictate so as to make the Democratic 
party appear to be a party in favor of 
fiat money, whereas, in fact, the Repub- 
lican party has lost more heavily from 
this cause than the Democratic part}, 
and that is why they are sore anil sour 
on the silver question 


The relative standing of the two 


parties on this subject can be best 
judged bv careful reading of following 
extracts from the platforms adopted in 
national conventions in 1S92 
It will be 


seen by a comparison of the two that 
the Democratic plark is by far the most 
open and firm in fa IOT of sound money, 
whereas the Republican plank is hidden 
m meaning and may bear different con- 
structions 
It will be seen that the Re- 


publicans were evident'y afraid to ex- 
press themselves in unmistakable terms. 


The Democratic platform distinctly 


declares that the dollar coined out of 
both silver and gold "must be of equal 
intrinsic and exchangeable value," and 
that goes to the very marrow of the 
issue. 
The Republican platform may 


mean the same thing but it does not ex- 
press it in clear and unmistakable terms

Improved Corn Culture. 


The following is written by J. S. 


Woodward in the .Rural JTew Yorker • 


"Xo question more perplexes the aver- 


age farmer than the one as to whether it 
is better to plant corn in hills or drills 
The experiments made point unmistak- 
ably to the fact that the same number of 
•talks placed equally distant in drills, 
wfll give a larger yield of both grain and 
stover, than when crowded into lulls 
A marked instance was the experiment 
made at the Cornell Experiment Station. 
Planted in hills three feet apart each 
way, with three kernels in a bill, the 
product was 10J tons of green corn, or 
4,431 pounds of dry matter. Planted in 
drills three feet apart with one kernel to 
each foot of drill, thus making the same 
number of stalks to the acre, the product 
waa 12 tons of green, or 5,292 pounds of 
dry matter. Here was an increase due 
to drill culture of over 14 per cent, in 
green product, and of nearly 20 per cent. 
in the dry matter and an equal increase 
in the feeding value. Experiments made 
elsewhere, agree substantially with this, 
and these results also accord with com- 
mon sense. We know that corn is a sun 
plant, and that to do its best, it must 
have all the sunlight possible, so that 
when planted separately, the sun has a 
better chance to reach every stalk and 
every part of that stalk, than when 
crowded into hills. 
More than this, 


when planted separately, each plant can 
send out its roots, and the corn will more 
fully occupy all the soil than when In 
lulls. 


The objections urged to drill culture, 


are that it is more difficult to keep clean, 
and to do so requires more hand or man- 
ual labor, and that when npe, it is more 
work to cut and put it into shocks. The 
validity of the first objection, varies 
much with the soil and the prevalence of 
perennial weeds, such as Canada thistle, 
dock, quack, etc., but depends more on 
the corn grower and his manner of cul- 
tnation 
It is true that where corn is 


handled as it is by the majority of corn 
raisers, where moat of the work is done 
by the cultivator, and the hoe a depend- 
ed upon to clean the weeds from the hill 
or row, it does take more hand work to 
keep the drills free from weeds than it 
does the hills. But where the land is 
not too much infested with Canada this- 
tles, it is not half so much work to keep 
the same field equally clean when in 
drills, as when in hills. Even quack, 
with the proper handling of the corn, 
can be easily kept down or ei-adicated. 
The reason for this is, that when in drills, 
the harrow can be used much more free- 
ly than in hill culture 
When a barrow 


is used, occasionally a hill will be taken 
out or covered so as to be smothered , if 
in hills Si feet apart each way— the com- 
mon distance— an area containing more 
than 10 square feet will be left with no 
plants, and the corn raiser can hardly 
afford to lose 30 much space. When m 
drills, the harrow may take out a stalk 
here and there without any diminution 
m yield, as the adjoining stalks will fill 
in the spaces. 


The trouble with the majority of farm- 


ers when they plantm drills, is that they 
nse too much seed. They seem to think 
that the corn must be sowed, and so they 
nse from a peck to a half bushel of seed 
per acre, when from four to six quarts is 
plenty, depending upon the \anety and 
size of the kernels. Then thej do not 
begin the cultivation soon enough. The 
time to kill weeds, is before there are 
any weeds to kill. In other words, just 
as they germinate 
The least stir or 


movement of the soil ends the tiny 
plants, when if left a week or 10 days, 
they could hardly be killed if plowed up 
Neither do they culti\ate often enough 
for the best good of the corn or entire 
destruction of weeds. Lastly, they do 
not use the nght kind of tools 


On my farms, we nearly always plant 


m drills, using a planter which leaves a 
track showing just where the row of 
com lies. We follow the planter, often 
the same daj and always before the corn 
has sprouted, with a cultivator 
We use 


a cultivator with teeth or pads >,ery nar- 
row and run it as near the row as possi- 
ble without disturbing the corn 
Me 


also run it as deeply as we can, and not 
tear up any sods Bj using any of the 
riding cultivators, and straddling the 
rows, one man and team will easily go 
over 12 acres or mere in a day. This 
mellows the soil, throws a little earth 
over the com row, and when followed in 
a couple of days with a smoothing har- 
row, the whole surface will bestirred 
and left as "clean as a garden." The 
corn will now be up m a day or two, and 
get a good start before any weeds will 
again appear. As soon as the first leaves 
of the corn are fully unrolled, we again 
go over the field with the smoothing 
barrow crosswise of the first harrowing 
Again in a week we give it another har- 
rowing, and often a fourth and fifth with 
several days intervening. Our aim is 
to harrow so often that no weeds can 
start, and so often that if, m going over 
one way any corn is covered, the next 
time will uncover it before it is smoth- 
ered. The great secret in using the har- 
row IQ the com field is to be sure to 
harrow once before the com is up , this 
fills the depressions over the corn, and 
subsequent harrowings do not bury the 
plants. 


By now using the riding cultivators 


with teeth controlled by the feet, the 
com can be cultivated shallow, with the 
teeth running so close to the corn on 
each side as to cover all weeds and grass 
that started after the last harrowing. 
When the corn is from 10 to 20 inches 
high, by putting on a pair of smoothers 
next to the row, enough soil can be 
thrown to the corn so that, coming from 
both sides at once, it will rattle around 
the com, and cover all plants of all kinds 
that may have 
previously 
escaped 


Everybody knows that in the hot weath- 
er of summer, grass or weeds cohered 
wfll be as effectually killed as by digging 
out. 


As will be seen, by our mode of corn 


growing in tne drill system, the field is 
gone over three times with the riding 
cultivator, which is equivalent to put- 
ting one day's work of man and team on 
four acres. We go from three to five 
times over with the smoothing harrow, 
and as a man and team will easily go 
over 20 acres m a day, this la equivalent 
to one day on five acres. Combined, 
this is equal to one day of one man and 
team on 2 01 2i acres, or, at »4 per day 
for man and team, the whole cultivation 
does not cost over »2 per acre, and not 
an hour of hand labor is necessary, un- 
less there may happen to be a stray this- 
tle or dock which has withstood the 
har- 


row and cultivator. 


There is some truth in the objection 


that U takes more time to cut and shod 
an acre of drilled than of hilled corn ; 
bat when we remember that there is 20 
per cent., or one-fifth more com. can't 
we wen afford the extra labor ? I bare 
often noticed, aad last year especially 
that in 8 bad storm of wind and rain, 
the hilled com went down much worse

Tree Planting. 


The Kind to be Planted on th< Street* 


Therecent lecture by Burnet Landieth 


before the Pennsylvania Horticultural 
bociety on "Trees for Clt} Streets ' con 
tains practical information on two irn 
portant features of the city tree problem 
which deserves more than ordinary at^ 
teution 
The kind of trees that are 


suited for planting along citj streets and 
their proper treatment when planted 
constituted the chief subjects of his pa- 
per, subjects that are of the utmost im- 
portance to the public 


Among the many varieties of Vtneri 


can trees Mr Landreth limits to a do?en 
or so those that are suitable for street 
planting, including m this list the mag- 
nolia, catalpa oriental button wood, sugar 
maple, female ailanthus, elm and a few 
others 
The requisites of a good street 


tree, he says, are easeof transplantation, 
adaptability to varous situaiions, re- 
sistance to ills, including insects, leafy 
habit, attractive bloom and general 
cleanliness 
On the score of littering 


the streets too much, he eliminates the 
horse chestnut and common sycamore 
and the male ailautbus because of its 
unsavory stench 


To guard against the selection of un- 


suitable trees, bad planting and worse 
treatment after planting, be would ha\e 
the supervision of all tiee planting on 
city streets placed in the care of a city 
forester, whose business it should be to 
direct all tree planting and pruning, as 
well as to have all trees registered and 
an annual census taken of all In ing 
trees 
A recommendation that the city 


shall keep on hand a supply of suitable 
trees to be sold to house-owneis is also 
included. To this is added the sugges 
tion that the city forester be empower- 
ed to place every peripatetic tree butcher 
under arrest as the only way to save 
street trees from practical destruction 


So far as these recommendations go 


they seem to be sensible and to the point, 
but it will require a very skilful city for- 
ester to invent a plan to make tiees 
thrive along a street of which the drive 
way is paved with water-tight asphalt 
and the sidewalks with concrete equally 
impervious to water 
Mr Landreth'a 


suggestions would do for a beginning, 
however, for, between the caterpillars, 
tree butchers and water-tight piiements 
our present stock of city shade trees are 
having a hard fight for a chance to be
